Convention  met  at  2  p.  m.,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Superintendent. 

After  singing  "  I'm  Glad  Salvation's  Free,"  prayer  was  of- 
fered by  Sister  Delia  Weeks. 

Minutes  of  morning  session  were  read  and  corrected. 

Upon  recommendation  of  Bro.  J.  H.  King,  Bro.  F.  L.  Juill- 
erat,  of  Lausanne,  Switzerland,  was  received,  by  vote,  into  this 
Convention,  as  an  ordained  minister. 

At  this  time  Bro.  Taylor  made  his  report  on  missions,  as  Sec- 
retary of  this  Convention. 

The  following  report  on  missions  was  called  for,  and  was 
read ;  and  after  being  discussed,  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  MISSIONS. 

We  emphasize,  still,  the  duty  and  privilege  of  the  ministry 
and  membership  of  this  Convention  to  carry  out  the  Great  Com- 
mission to  "  go  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature." 

And  to  this  end  we  earnestly  request  every  minister  and 
church  in  this  Convention  to  pray  for  and  labor  for  the  promotion 
of  the  missionary  work  providentially  committed  to  The  Pentecos- 
tal Holiness  Church  in  various  lands. 
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Every  Sabbath  school  should  be  organized  into  a  missionary 
society,  in  which  monthly  meetings  are  held  for  the  creation  of  a 
deeper  interest  in  mission  work,  and  for  the  dissemination  of  in- 
formation concerning  the  needs  of  each  field  and  the  work  done 
by  our  missionaries  occupying  the  same. 

In  view  of  mistakes  that  have  been  made  in  the  past,  for 
lack  of  sober  judgment  being  exercised  in  the  selection,  sending 
and  supporting  missionaries,  who  have  proven  either  incompetent 
or  unfaithful,  we  express  our  sincere  conviction  that  more  care 
and  greater  wisdom  be  exercised  in  the  sending  forth  of  mission- 
aries, hereafter. 

We  recommend  that  all  candidates  from  this  Convention  be 
carefully  examined  by  the  General  Board  of  the  whole  church, 
and  the  final  decision  as  to  their  qualification  for  the  foreign 
field  and  the  expediency  of  sending  them  forth  be  left  to  said 
Board.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  at  the  last  session  of  the  General 
Convention,  at  Toccoa,  Ga.,  a  General  Mission  Board  was  created, 
whose  duties  involve  the  superintendency  of  the  entire  mission 
work  of  the  whole  church,  and  no  one  being  appointed  as  field 
superintendent  of  foreign  missions,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the 
president  of  said  Board  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  superin- 
tending this  work.  Therefore  we  recommend  that  J.  H.  King, 
the  President,  be  given  an  appointment  in  harmony  with  the 
duties  of  said  position. 

This  Convention  expresses  its  approval  of  the  action  of  the 
General  Convention  in  creating  a  Board  of  Missions  for  the  entire 
church,  and  pledges  its  co-operation  with  said  Board  in  the  dis- 
charge of  its  duties.

Whereas,  we  all  know  the  place  that  Sunday  schools  fill  in 
Christian  work,  and  their  absolute  necessity  in  the  teaching  and 
training  of  all  Christian  workers ;  and  whereas  we,  as  a  church, 
believe  that  we  should  do  all  in  our  power  toward  the  spreading 
of  Pentecostal  holiness  throughout  the  world,  and  to  the  teach- 
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ing  to  our  people,  both  young  and  old,  those  truths  that  we  hold 
so  dear,  therefore,  be  it  resolved : 

1st,  That  each  pastor  take  special  care  that  a  Sunday  school 
is  organized  and  properly  conducted  in  each  of  his  churches. 

2nd,  That  each  pastor,  evangelist,  superintendent,  teacher  and 
worker  recommend  to  the  Pentecostal  people  everywhere  the 
use  of  the  Pentecostal  Sunday  School  Literature  published  by 
The  Falcon  Publishing  Company.

Report  of  Committee  on  Finance  was  next  read  and  submitted. 

A  motion  was  made  that  we  receive  it,  and  after  quite  a 
lengthy  discussion,  another  motion  was  made  that  the  report  be 
tabled.    The  latter  motion  was  carried. 

On  motion,  the  committee  is  required  to  draw  up  another  re- 
port, and  the  General  Superintendent  shall  assist  this  commmittee 
in  preparing  the  same. 

This  ordering  of  the  Convention  was  carried  out,  and  the 
following  report  of  said  committee  was  then  read  and  adopted : 

REPORT  of  COMMITTEE  on  finance. 

We,  your  Committee  on  Finance,  beg  leave  to  report  as  fol- 
lows : 

Whereas  we  as  a  church  believe  that  it  is  our  duty  to  pay  one- 
tenth  of  all  our  income  to  the  cause  of  Christ  and  to  give  free 
will  offerings  in  addition  to  the  tithing,  and  whereas  we  see  the 
failure  of  our  present  financial  plan  in  accomplishing  for  God 
that  which  present  needs  demand,  therefore,  be  it  resolved: 

1st,  That  each  pastor  see  that  each  local  church  is  properly 
organized  according  to  discipline. 

2nd,  That  the  pastor  advise  that  each  member  of  all  the  local 
churches  bring  his  ti things  the  first  day  of  the  week,  according 
to  1  Cor.  16:2,  and  deposit  same  into  the  treasury. 

3rd,  That  each  local  church  state  by  a  majority  vote  just  to 
what  causes  the  tithings  shall  go  —  what  per  cent  of  said  tithings 
shall  go  to  each  cause. 

4th,  That  in  addition  to  the  paying  of  the  tithings,  each  church 
be  required  to  receive  on  proper  occasions  offerings  from  both 
the  members  and  the  congregation,  the  amount  of  which  offer- 
ings to  be  applied  to  incidental  expenses,  etc.
